On reaching the mouth of the 
Slave river with a flotilia of scows 
loaded with goods for Akiavik the 
motor tug Liard left the flotilla at 
the mouth and took the barge dea- 
tined for Fort Resolution to its des 
tination and then rejoined the flotilla 
and commenced to cross Slave Lake 
The Nelson the largest barge struck 
f& reef and a hole was gouged in it 
helow the water line. The bottom of 
the Nelson was loaded with lime 
which began to burn as soon ar the 
water touched it. The Liard and the 
other barges then cut adrift, but be- 
fore doing so, Captain Davis ordered 
the 15 head of cattle on the Nelson 
thrown overboard This was done 
and most of the animals swam 
ashore 

The Nelson was then abandoned, 
Cases of flaming merchandise float- } 
ed in all directions and terrific ex- 
plosions of gun powder made the 
whole affair spectacular. The berge, 
burned for 84 hours 

No passengers were huftt and none 
experienced any discomfort. They 
continued thetr journey north In the 
Liard.
